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EFFECT OF EMANCIPATION ON THE AF- 
RICAN RACE IN THE BRITISH WEST 
INDIES. 

There is no blinking the truth. Years 
of hitter experience — years of hope deferred, 
of self-devotion unrequited, of poverty, of 
humiliation, of prayers unanswered, of 
sufferings derided, of insults unresonted, 
of contumely patiently endured — -have con- 
vinced us oftlio truth It must be spoken 
out, loudly ;\nd energetically, despite the 
wild mockings of "howling cunt." The 
freed West India slave will not till the soil 
for wages ; the free son of the ex-slave is 
us obstinate as his sire, lie will not culti- 
vate lands whit h he lias not bought for his 
own. Yam-, tn au-goes and plantains ; these 
satisfy hi* wants ; ho does not care for 
yours. Cotton, sugar and coffee, and to- 
bacco — ho cares little for them. And 
what matters it to him that the English- 
man has sunk his thousands and tens of 
thousands on mills, machinery and plant, 
which now totter on the languishing estate 
that for years has only returned beggary 
and debt. I To cats his yams, and sniggers 
at "Buekra." 

We know not why this should be ; but it 
is so. Tho negro has been bought with a 
price— the price of English taxation and 
English toil, lie has been "redeemed 
from bondage" by the sweat and travail of 
some millions of hard-working English- 
men. Twenty of millions of pounds ster- 
ling—one hundred millions of dollars— have 
been distilled from the brains and muscles 
of the free English laborer, of every degree 
to fashion the West India negro into a "free 
and independent laborer." "Free and in- 
dependent enough ho lias become, God 
knows : but laborer he is not ; and, so fur 
as wo can see, never will be. He will sing 
hymns and quote texts, but honest, steady 
Industry, he not only detests hut despises. 
Wo wish to Heaven that some people in 
England— neither Government people, nor 
parsons, nor clergymen — but some just- 
minded, honest-hearted and oloar-sightcd 
men, would go out to some of the islands — 
say Jamaica, Dominica or Antigua — not 
for a month or three months, hut tor a year 
.—would watch tho precious protege of 
English philanthropy, the freed negro, in 
his daily habits ! would watch him as he 
lazily plants his little squatting ; would see 
him as ho proudly rejects agricultural or 
domestic service or aeeopts it only at wages 
ludicrously disproportionate to the value 
of his work. \Vo wish, too, they would 
watch him while, with a hide thicker than 
that of a hippopotamus and a body to which 



fervid heat is a comfort rather than an 
annoyance, he droningly lounges over tho 
prescribed task on which tho intrepid 
Englishman, uninurod to tho burning sun, 
consumes his impatient energy and too 
often sacrifices his life. We wish they 
would go out and view the negro in nil the 
blazonry of his idleness, his pride his in- 
gratitude, conteraptuosly sneering at tl e 
industry of that race which made him free j 
and then come homo and teach the memor- 
able lesson of their experience to tho fana- 
tics who have perverted him into what he 
is. — London Time.?. 

A Virgin; 1 . Camp ."Meeting. 

Fairfax Co., Vo., Aug. 29, 1859. 

Last week we had a camp meeting on 
the farm of Mr. J. Gibson, in this county. 
On Sunday, the 21st inst., while the people 
were engaged in the usual exercises on 
the canvas ground, a man named Joseph 
Birch shot a negro named Charles West, 
wounding him severely in the side. The 
negro is said to bo, habitually, a peaceable 
man, while Birch is a contemptible rowdy. 
Birch is at present in the custody of the 
authorities, and the negro is in a fair way 
of rccovory. I saw himto-day. I am ac- 
quainted with both Birch and West. 

Immediately after the camp broke up 
last Friday, twenty-seven negroes were 
sold on the ground to some Southern tra- 
ders. Among this number were one wo- 
man mid seven children. One of the men 
was on his knees engaged in prayer, when 
tho trader slapped him on the shoulder and 
told him he must go with him. lie inti- 
mated his willingness to go; but assured 
his former master that if thoy should meet 
up in Heaven, he would have a settlement 
with him there. The trader stopped his 
mouth with his hand, anil handcuffed him. 
Tho whole were then put into an omnibus, 
which was ready for thorn, and they were 
conveyed to Alexandria. Such is the way 
the Virginian Methodists "follow Christ."

THE QUEEN VS. ATTORNEY GENERAL 
CARY. 

On the arrival of the Eliza Anderson, on 
Monday, Mr. Attorney General Cary was 
arresti-il nnd brought beforo Justice I'eni- 
herton on tho charge of accepting a ch al- 
longe to fight a duel, Bont to him by Mr. D. 
B. Kin^. [lis llonor committed Mr. Carey 
Ho jail, but as the latter could not obtain a 
habeas corpus that evening, he was libera- 
ted on his own recognizance, for .£500 to 
appear yostertlny morning. At 12 o'clock 
'Mr. Carey appeared at the bar. Two com- 
plaints were read, and sworn to by Mr. 
IJayloy, Suporintendant of Police, and Mr. 
Smith. Clerk of Court, alleging that a vio- 
lation of tho peace was apprehended on the 
part of Mr. Carey because Mr. King had 
published in the British Colonist, that Mr. 
Cary was a coward. In the direct and 
cross-examination, there was nothing but 
hearsay evidence, the truth of which the 
prisoner denied, and impressed on his 
Honor the absurdity of binding him over 
to keep the peace when it was nol proven 
that he had accepted the challenge or had 
done an overt net. The Judge said that it 
was a matter of notorioty, and on that and 
tho evidence ho was determined to do it. 
The prisoner said ho had no right to arrest 
hint on notoriety ; evidence there was none ; 
nnd if his llonor persisted he would go to 
prison. After delivering a lecture to the 



Doqberqy. — If such decisions as Justice 
Pembcrton's in regard to Mr. Carey become 
established precedents, no man will he safe 
front annoyance. All that will be required 
to bind a peaceable citizen over to keep the 
peace, which he had no intention of viola- 
ting, is lor an enemy to write and pub- 
lish a challenge. With Dogberry's on the 
bench, who condemn on hearsay evidence, 
and town talk, justice is disgraced, and all 
rules of law and evidence useless. No 
doubt Mr. Pcinborton wishes to do right ; 
but what the community pays him S3000 a 
a year for — is to do it. Besides no man 
Should bo allowed to plead "good inten- 
tions" fur inflicting a wrong on another. 
Were wrong intentionally or unintention- 
ally done, the injury would be the same ; 
and therefore the perpetrator should be 
punished. If after two years experience, 
the bench is made a laughing-stock, im- 
provement is hopeless. So the sooner we 
have a man of common sense on tho bench 
the better. 

Side-Walk. — Considerable inconveni- 
ence is offered to pedestrians nenr the new 
Hank, Yates street, by stopping up the side 
walk with building material.

MINING NEWS. 

New- Westminster, Oct. 1S59. 
I liiivo just arrived on tho steamer Col. 
Moody, from a trip to Fort Hope, bringing 
down 00 passengers. Tho estimate of gold 
dust on board is about §50,000, tho greater 
part of which i.s in tho hands of passengers. 
Most of the miners are from Fort Alexander 
nnd Fort George. The reason chiefly as 
signed for leaving is tho coming hard win- 
ter, and the scarcity of healthy food. I am 
creditably informed that a number will 
winter on the Upper Eraser. [ have seen 
men who have made, in the Alexander 
t mines, as high as $93 per day, to the 
rocker, in coarse gold,- -no quicksilver 
silver being used. Goods arc reported 
scarce on the Upper Fraser ; and mule- 
trains eagerly looked for by the hardy 
miners who anxiously desire" to lay in a 
supply of provisions for the winter. ' Want 
of mules effectually stops a surplus of pro- 
visions being packed into tho upper coun- 
try this season. Hence fear of starvation 
lias indueed scmie to leave $11 diggings and 
go down to Victoria, expecting to return 
to the mines early in the Spring. A con- 
siderable amount of vegetables has been 
raised on the Lilloetto route, and wdl prove 
invaluable to the miners, preventing scurvy. 

Snow has fallen on the Fort Hope trail 
four feet deep, — and it is supposed will stop 
travelling for tho season. But there is no 
• doubt that it will be the best point to pack 
' from in the Spring, ns the enterprising 
merchants of that place are determined to 
keep open a good trail thence to Boston 
Bar, and the Forks. 

■ Fort Hope is improving. Business ap- 
pears good. The Billiard Saloons appear 
well supported. Messrs. Crowe and Thomp- 
son have just completed their spacious Bil- 
liard saloon, which will vie for comfort 
■with any in Victoria. 

* At Fort Yale business is lively, — a good 
many mule trains coming in for supplies. 

Judge Begbie and suite had returned to 
Fort Hope, whore he holds court. Gen. 
Palmer had arrived with his train from tho 
Dalles, Oregon. 

New diggings have been discovered at 
Harrison Bar. below Fort Hopo that will 
pay from $11 to ?20. A difficulty occur- 
red there about a mining claim lately. 
Knives were freely used, and some cutting 
and mr.iming, but nothing very serious. 
Some arrests wore made. The bin- appears 
extensive and a considerable number of 
men are at work. 

The want of a steamer running direct to 
Port Douglas is a great inconvenience, as 
it is impossible to leave the Hope steamer 
nt tho mouth of Harrison river and go to 
Douglas and return in time to meet her on 
the downward trip. Boats occupy four 
day 8 going up and down Harrison river. 
The delay in improving the navigation of 
Harrison river is severely felt. 

New diggings have been discovered in 
tho benches tiear Cayoosh. Miners are mak- 
ing S9 per day. Viator.

In this connection a suggestion: — In 
case of an alarm of fire, parties not having 
property in immediate danger, will do the 
greatest service by going at once to the' 
Fort and roll the Engines and assist in 
getting them to work on the fire (if there 
be any.) The owners of property are 
certainly aware it is to their interest to 
act upon this suggestion, from the fact of 
the want of a proper organization, which 
however, I hopo shortly to perfect, by and 
with the assistance of thoso gentlemen who 
take a proper interest in the protection of 
property against Fire in tho town of Vic- 
toria.
